CARL SCHUKZ IX INDIANA.

The continual mortifications en-

countered by a proud and sensitive
man when he assumes a false position
are such as to extort sympathy even
from his antagonists, and though it is
all a natural result of his vacillating
course, we cannot witness without com-
passion the slights and insults which
Carl Schurz is receiving even from
the party whose oause he is striving to
promote.

With the poet Bryant, Charles F.
Adams and other distinguished Re-

publicans, Mr. Schurz took a stand
some years ago against the scandals
which were disgracing the party, and
they published a manifesto in which
they pledged themselves to support
any man who would forward the cause
of reform irrespectively of party affili-

ations. When Mr. Tilden was de-

clared the nominee of the Democratic
party most of these gentlemen declared
for him as the man they were in search
of ; but Schurz, after long hesitation,
declared for Hayes and Wheeler and

COUNTY POLITICS.

We gladly call attention to the circu-
lar addressed by the Democratic Ex-0i- ve

Committee of Montgomery
ciJVy t0 tne voters of this county. A
most erroneous conception seems to us
to be afloat among our citizens as to the
relative importance of County, State
and National politics. We have talked
with men of some political influence,
who, when tho danger of dividing the
Democratic party and so giving power
to the Radicals was urged, would ex-

press themselves pretty much as fol-

lows: "Oh there is no danger, this
State is going to vote for Tilden and
Hendricks whatever happens ; ours is
only a family quarrel, a question of low

tax or high tax and doesn't go outside
of the State."

Supposing it did not, still there would
be much mischief done, but it does.
Let us imagine that at the eleventh
hour a Radical were to step in as re-

presentative in this county through
the division of the Democratic vote
between Judge Smith and Squire Fred-
erick, and suppose the same blunder
to be perpetrated in other counties (we
have no right to expect our neighbors
to be any wiser than ourselves,) similar
blunders will not be perpetrated in the
Radical counties, and suppose that by
such infatuation the Radicals who are
a minority in the Btt should ixwom
a majority in the legislature, what then?
It would still be said the Presidential
campaign would not be endangered,
and we are to suppose that our people
have forgotten the beauties of Radical
State rule which only eight years ago
we shook off. But even supposing all
this, is it forgotten that the next legis-

lature will send two Senators to Con-

gress, and the Senate which is now the
stronghold of the Radical party would
thus be strengthened against the re-

forming policy of the House of Repre-
sentatives ? What would be gained by
electing Mr. Tilden our Presidentand
then leaving him bound hand and foot
by a Radical Senate. The Presiden-
tial term of Andrew Johnson would
be simply repeated and the principles
of the President would be altogether
inoperative.

No ! the progress of political opin-

ion is centrifugal in this countries as it
is centripegal in countreis like France
and Russia. Here it moves from the
district conventions to the counties,
from counties to States and States to
the National Metropolis, and, if party
allegiance is weak in the counties, that
party canuot be strong in the National
counsels. It is time then that we
should make up our minds that what-
ever little factions we may have among
ourselves there are in the Nation ouly
two great parties one of which roust be
strengthened and the other weakened
by our action here. Now, in the strug-
gle for life and death now going on be-

tween the Republican and Democratic
parties can we afford to weaken the
latter ? Can we afford even to abstain
from giving it strength? What are we

if the Radical party gaiu a new lease of
power? What becomes of any South-

ern State in the hands of a party which
announces openly itspurposeof sweep-
ing away all the State lines and State
privileges and remanding us to the ter-

ritorial condition with the negroes to
rule the whites, and Northern radicals
to rule the negroes ?

There is no choice except between
this condition and the election of a
Democratic president with a Demo-

cratic House and Senate to support
him and a State legislature acting in
harmony with them.

Away then with our two mill or four
mill squabbles and let us look the facts
in the face, assured that, if we make
such a terrible mistake as that, six
mills or eight mills won't be enough
to pay '.r our infatuation.

Let us in county, district. State and
national affairs, put such men into of-

fices of trust as will strengthen the
hands of the party in which lies our
salvation, and not of that in whose
hands wa should become at once the
victim and tho laughing stock.

ORPHAN ASYLUM.

Editors Chronicle : In your arti-

cle of last week on the Orphan Asy-

lum you state that "two modes of dis-

posing of it have been proposed; one
is to establish a Normal School there,
and the other is to turn it over to the
city authorities to be sold for the ben-

efit of the public (city?) schools."
You misunderstood one of the propo-
sitions submitted. I have never
thought the property, as it now stands,
available for normal school purposes.
First, it is too far removed from the
city of Clarksville to afford its pupils
boarding accommodations. Second,
the lauded property attached would
be of no benefit to the school, and if
sold without the building would not
bring its value. Third, considerations
of self interest, r have thought from
the first, would suggest to the people
of Clarksville the importance of incor-
porating a Normal department with
their city school system. And now
that there is a demand for more com-

modious buildings to accommodate
the increased interest, and the ad
vancement of the pupils no better op-

portunity than the present will ever
be presented to give this subject a due
consideration at least. I.am satisfied
that as a matter of economy and self-intere- st

this opportunity should not
be suffered to pass by without due de-

liberation. The combined funds
raised from the sale of this property
and the sale of the Louisville & Nash
ville railroad bonds held by the city of
Clarksville would be amply sufficient.
it is thought, to erect the needed
buildings.

The letter written bymesome months
or more ago to the Tobacco Leaf, was
written with the view to induce some
friend or friends of education in the
city of Clarksville to place themselves
en rapjtort with some of the many
most excellent city, county aud State
normal schools in the northern States,
that their many excellences might be
eliminated and the importance of hav
ing well trained teachers in our schools
duly impressed on the mind9 of the
people.

Will not some philanthropic citizen
of Clarksville, some member of your
most excellent school board, or some
member of the press, give this matter
a caretui investigation f mis is a
subject in which every citizen of
Clarksville should feel a deep, a com-

Of course you have read the reply of
the chairman of Mr. Morton's com-
mittee' to my polite challenge for a
joint discussion with you through this
State. Of course you know that, as
we both claim to advocate truth and
combat falsehood, yet speak to sepe-ra- te

mettings, a joint discussion would
be in the interest of truth. Of course
you know that "stumping" is not an
aristocratic pursuit, and offices held
in the past establish no rank in the
republic, some of whose greatest men
served as justices of the peace and
town aldermen after they had occupied
the presidency of the United States.

Ot course, then, you know the rid-
iculous absurdity of the ground upon
which Mr. Morton properly decliued
that challenge. Of course, then, you
disapprove of it. You know that I
do not compare myself to you in either
reputation or ability, but, on the con-
trary, recognize what Mr. Morton
properly claims for you that you had
been "a minister to Sfain, a distin-
guished general, in the army of the
Union and served a full term as
United States Senator from Missouri."
But while I share with you the sin-

cere regret of not having held all these
places, has it been my fault? Is want
of years a crime? And if it is, have
I done nothing to mitigate it?

Are you, Mr. Schurz, not the last
person in the world to set up these ti-

tles as a pedestal of superiority? If
you have been a Senator of the United
States might you not have some re-

spect for the source of that glory, the
body of which I was a member, though
it is true, then but a beardless boy ?
If you have represented Missouri in
the Senate, might you not remember
the constitution of that State, one of
the farmers of which, I am vain to say,
I was? If you have held the great
political office of major general, why
not remember that i, too, served in
the same army? And if 1 did enter
it as a private instead of a major gene-
ral, was this my fault? Do you not
know that it was done on the first day
I put my loot on American soil, and is
this another crime? And if I have no
reputation as a speaker, tbis being the
first time I have taken the stump out-
side ot my own State, are you proba-
bly not responsible for it yourself?
When you were last on the stump iu
this State, then against Mortooism,
did you not keep me out of the can-
vass by making me your business as-

sociate and the managing editor of a
paper in which you had everything
invested you own in this world?
